Wales waa th e only place wh ere th e 
order to stop work waa not obeyed 
Miners went visiting th eir friends and 
many of th em went h unting.

th is meant will be clear wh en we stop 
to th ink a moment Nearly every kind 
of manufacturing known to man de­ 
pends on steam to run its mach inery, 
and steam depends on coal. 
Railway 
companies were obliged to take off some 
of th eir trains, water works managers 
at Durh am cut off th e supply of water 
during part of th e day and th e Ch esh ire 
salt works sh at down 
Th ere was not 
coal in th e kingdom enough to keep all 
th e manufacturing industries running 
for one week, and toward tbe close of 
tbe week at least 2 0 0 , 0 0 0 men employed 
in th em were idle, making th e wh ole 
number out of work by th e strike over 
h alf a million. 
Th is new example set by organized 
labor will probably be followed in oth er 
parts of th e world. 
Labor takee th e bit 
in its teeth and does exactly wh at mine 
operators and manufacturers h ave been 
blamed for doing for h alf a century - 
stopping th e supply to keep up prices.

“Any oth er fellow would h ave 
done it"—any oth er reporter, th at is 
In th eir enth usiasm for th eir papers 
th ey take th eir lives in th eir h ands in 
many parts of th is Union daily. And 
th ey lose th eir lives. 
In fire, in ice, in 
tempest, in railroad wreck, in battle and 
pestilence th e soul of many and many a 
newspaper reporter h as gone out upon 
th e unknown. No braver men ever lived 
th an th ey.

Even Osh kosh and Kalamazoo are bet­ 
ter, far better, th an Marlborough Manor 
and Ballingtonh urst-on-th e-Connecticut. 
Wh at says William Allen Butler, th e 
millionaire lawyer wh o wrote poetry till 
h e learned th ere was no money in it?

In America aud elsewhere, when 
the price of coal goes down to con­ 
sumers so that operators find it no long­ 
er profitable to ship it from the mines, 
the first resort and the easiest is to cut 
down the wages of miners and thus les­ 
sen the cost of production. The miners 
of Great Britain thought they saw im­ 
pending over them this very reduction, 
because of a glut in the supply market. 
The Miners’ federation, which has a 
membership of 300,000, quietly decided 
that miners should take a holiday tor a 
week or longer, till coal should become 
scarce and the price in consequence rise 
So the men stopped woi k. There are 
ftoineeleven mining districts in England. 
Wales aud Scotland 
Flintshire 
in 
Wales was the only place where the 
order to stop work was not obeyed 
Miners went visiting their friends and 
many of them went hunting. 
What 
this meant will be clear when we mop 
to think a moment. Nearly every kind 
of manufacturing known to man de­ 
pends on steam to run its machinery, 
and steam depends on coal 
Railway 
companies were obliged to take off some 
of their trains, water works managers 
at Durham cot off the supply of water 
daring part of the day and the Cheshire 
salt works shot down 
There was not 
coal in the kingdom enough to keep all 
the manufacturing industries running 
for one week, and toward the close of 
the week at least 2 0 0 , 0 0 0 men employed 
in them were idle, making the whole 
number out of work by the strike over 
half a million. 
This new example set by organised 
labor will probably be followed in other 
parts of the world. 
Labor takes the bit 
in its teeth and does exactly what mine 
operators and manufacturers have been 
blamed for doing for half a century— 
(topping the supply to keep ap prices.

He died be­ 
cause of his desire to put his paper first 
among those giving reliable and read 
able news of the plague, and it was as 
much loyalty to the editor in chief, 
Colonel John A. Cockerill, as anything 
else that led him to take the risk. 
But it was true, what the reporters 
said. 
“Any other fellow would have 
done it"—any other reporter, that is. 
In their enthusiasm for their papers 
they take their lives in their hands in 
many parts of this Union daily. And 
they lose their lives. 
In fire, in ice, in 
tempest, in railroad wreck, in battle and 
pestilence the soul of many and many a 
newspaper reporter has gone out upon 
the unknown. No braver men ever lived 
than they.

In New York city 
alone there have been over 150 cases. 
Eight per cent. of the victiips die. Moat 
oi the parents esme from the Infected 
ship 
As the negroes captured 
in Afri *■» **•'“ -"^vrded together on dave 
•hips gave yellow fever to their white 
captors, so the immigrants from the 
Maseilia spread the deadly typhus upon 
shore. 
Dr. Cyrus Edson writes an important 
paper on typhus in the New York Her­ 
ald. 
It is also known as ship fever and 
spotted fever. 
Like almost every other 
ailment, it is a microbe disease. 
No ex­ 
periments, so far as known, however 
have yet been made in the way of inoc­ 
ulation for it. 
It is essentially a disease 
of filth, famine and non ventilation 
It 
may finally attack the cleanliest and 
most wealthy, but it invariably appears 
among the dirty, insufficiently nourished 
tenement house people. Thus these out­ 
casts take their revenge at last on high 
society. 
It is the old lessen anew—that 
no man can live to himself alone. 
In the dark, foul dens where poverty 
stricken wretches huddle together and 
shut all the windows to keep out the 
cold, typhus most loves to nest 
Conse 
quently it is worse in winter Tile open­ 
ing of the windows in summer drives 
the deadly germ away 
Most important to us. however, and 
little reassuring, is Dr. Edson s assertion 
that typhus is not the only one of the 
terror phantoms which the Russian fam­ 
ine will let loose upon the world 
The 
Russian grip has already devastated Eu­ 
rope and America, growing more viru­ 
lent each season. 
A Pandora’s box of 
deadly diseases will be poured upon the 
civilized world from this Russian fam­ 
ine. 
It is many a century since a fam­ 
ine so terrible as the one now raging in 
Russia has afflicted the world 
As in 
the old time and always, it is followed 
by pestilence. 
Russia is a menace to 
the health of tho nations at present. 
It is curious to note bow persons of 
different race behave under the influ­ 
ence of the typhus delirium 
We quote 
from Dr. Edson 
T here is one t bl rig w hich tiaa been noticed 
am ong these patient* w hich lh to the last de­ 
gree stran g e from th e stan d p o in t of th e physi­ 
cian. 
I have spoken of th e deliriu m of typhus 
and of it* intense ch aracter. O rdinarily s p e w ­ 
ing th is d elirium La very active, the p a tie n t- 
JwpeciaHy if lie be an Irish m an o r an A m eri- 
e a n - ia k e p t in bed w ith difficulty: he talk* 
about hi* business, his trouble*, his p riv ate a f­ 
fair* unceasingly. 
I say if he be Irish , for tin* 
intense activ ity of m ind w hen the p atien t is j 
delirious, and of body, too, for th a t m atter, is ( 
m ore noticeable am ong them th an am ong any | 
o th er race. T he F rench com e n est.

English, th e G erm ans, S p an iard s or Italian* J 
show the sam e thin g and need co n stan t w atch - j 
ing, especially to keep them in ix-d. 
In the 
case* of these R ussian Hebrew s the observed I 
effects are all reversed.

turkey?

The coming colored statesman and 
orator of this country is apparently 
Charles S. Morris, of Kentucky, a young 
man about twenty-five years old. 
Un­ 
like most of his race, his native talents 
have been thoroughly developed by cul­ 
tivation. 
In Louisville, when a school­ 
boy, Mr. Morris’ graduating oration was 
so brilliant that it was published in full 
in The Courier-Journal. 
Later 
tho 
young man went to school at Phillips’ 
academy and at Harvard. 
His elo­ 
quence was so marked that he was 
quickly recognized as one of the leading 
debaters in the university. 
Leaving school. Mr. Morris took natu­ 
rally to politics. 
Scarcely a wonder, 
when it is recalled that he is a direct 
descendant of Robert Morris, the famous 
statesman of tho Revolution, 
fie is a 
good looking young fellow, and his elo­ 
quence is so impressive that once after 
he had filled an appointment made for 
Senator Hiscock, a friend introduced him 
to Mr. Hiscock with the remark, “Sen­ 
ator, I think It wonld pay you to hire 
him as your substitute on all occasions.” 
Tho ease and naturalness with which 
Mr. Morris takes hold of and unravels 
the tariff and other profound political 
questions shows a capacity of under­ 
standing remarkable in so young a man. 
Frederick Douglass wrote to him last 
year a warmly commendatory letter in 
which he sa id , “I bless the good Lord 
that a young man of your promise has 
risen to plead the cause of justice to our 
people at the bar of public opinion."

something foreign—English or French. 
In the suburban towns laid out for rich 
city people to build fine houses in, this 
tendency to drop th# early names is 
marked and growing 
Let us be American and keep our own 
names. Unless the pioneer name is very 
bad indeed, like Buzzard Roost or B'ar 
Wallow or Goosetown, leave it as it is. 
Even Oshkosh and Kalamazoo are bet­ 
ter, far better, than Marlborough Manor 
and Bullingtorihurst-on-the-Connecticut.

An E n o r m o u s T u m o r C ut F ro m a 
M an’s B rain. 
In the New York Hospital Dr. Rob­ 
ert F. W. Weir recently remove» ! an 
enormous brain tumor from the head 
of a Pole, 42 y ears old. A number of 
disting uished phy sicians and surg eons 
and several hundred students witness­ 
ed the operation, one of themost diffi­ 
cult known tc surg ery . The patient 
was put under the influence of ether 
and a hole three inches long by two 
w/Je made in the base of the skull. 
The most difficult part of the opera­ 
tion was reached. That is the explor­ 
ing of the cranial cavity and discov­ 
ery of the tumor. The tissue was now 
divided for two-thirds the extent ol 
bone opening . As this was done the 
parts beneath protruded. It was seen 
at once th at a portion of the pro­ 
truding tissue was not normal brain 
substance. It was, in fact, part of the 
expected tumor, which was too larg e to 
escape throug h the opening . It was 
of a deep liver color and much like 
liver in construction. It was envel­ 
oped in the fold* of a partially trans­ 
parent.sac, with larg er vessels entering 
it from the dura and brain substance, 
to which it was attached.

An E n o r m o u s T u m o r Cut F r o m a 
M a n ’s Brain. 
Iii the New York Hospital Dr. Rob­ 
ert F. W. Weir recently removed an 
enormous brain tum or from the head 
of a Bole, 42 years old. A number of 
distinguished physicians and surgeons 
and several hundred students witness­ 
ed the c e ra tio n , one of the most diffi­ 
cult known to surgery. The patient 
was put under the mil lienee of ether 
and a hole three inches long by two 
wf Ie made in tile base of the skull. 
The most difficult part of the opera­ 
tion was reached. That is the explor­ 
ing of the cranial cavity and discov­ 
ery of the tumor. The tissue was now I 
divided for two-thirds the extent cd 
bone opening. As this was done the I 
parts beneath protruded. It was seen 
a t once th a t a portion of the pro­ 
truding tissue was not normal brain i 
substance. It was, in fact, part ofthe I 
expected tumor,which was too large to 
escape through the opening. It was 
of a deep liver color and much like 
liver in construction. It was envel­ 
oped in the folds of a partially trans­ 
parent sac, with larger vessels entering I 
it from the dura and brain substance, 
to which it was attached. With a di- 
reetor, and with the edge of a spoon , 
bandie a thin yellowish layer of brain I 
tissue was separated from its outer j 
side. 
Iii the same manner the tumor 
was loosened on all 
damage to the brain. To let the knife 
slip one-sixteenth of an inch meant 
death to the patient.

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C lo v er-M ea d o w s and 
P a s t u r e s — 
H o w to Raise H orse-R adish — 
Feed a Little Corn—Sowing 
O ats Early —About Ren­ 
n e t — Notes. 


H o w t o Raise Horse-Radis h. 
Horse-radish can be planted either 
in fall or spring, it being an entirely 
hardy plant. The practice, however, 
is to plant in the spring, and among 
those who make the most of their 
land, and crop every foot as much as 
it will carry, it is placed on the ground, 
for example, as a second crop. The 
method is somewhat as follows: In 
the spring, where hind is no object­ 
or, as we said before, the fall will d o - 
each set should be inserted in the 
ground with a dibble, so as to be just 
below the surface, the hole being made 
perpendicular, and the set made fast 
by a back-thrust of the dibble. 
If no other crop is to be taken off, 
they should beset sixteen inches apart 
each way in a hole ten or more inches 
deep. Ordinary cultivation during the 
summer will by fall give a solid root— 
sometimes a half-pound weight. As a 
second crop they are lined between 
early cabbage, or almost any* other 
vegetable. 
The crop of cabbage for first use is 
generally about two feet apart. Line 
out a row every foot and plant the 
cabbage every alternate row*. When 
this is completed place horse-radish 
sets between. 
Tlie early crop will 
have become nearly* ready for the 
market before the horse-radish makes 
much of a stir, and by the time the 
cabbage or other crop comes off, and 
the whole land is given up to horse­ 
radish the latter is ready to take hold, 
and will bring neatly as good returns 
asifgiven the entire land to perfect in. 
Of course, as ail well know, this 
double cropping can only be done on 
good, wellm anured soil 
In many 
cases where ordinary field cultivation 
is defended upon, one crop w ill prob­ 
ably be the better. 
This business of 
raising horse-radish in large quali­ 
fies is more remunerative to those 
who have farms near some large vil­ 
lage or city, as enormous quantities 
are sold in the fall to men who make 
a business of putting up in bottles 
this pleasant condiment, and shipping 
it to all parts of the world. 
It is now 
lilt up in vinegar, but it will not, 
lowever, keep very long. Hence it can 
not be treated as ordinary canned 
goods. 


S o w i n g O a t s Early. 
Of all crops grown on the farm, 
earliness of sowing the seed is of more 
importance with oats, says an ex­ 
change, than almost any other. Of 
course there is no ad vantage in sow ing 
in the wind but as far as possible ar­ 
rangements should be made so that 
as soon as the soil can be be worked 
into a good tilth in the spring tho 
seeding should he done. They will 
stand considerable 
less injury* than they 
mer sun, and in very ivjpny cases a 
fair average crop will be secured from 
the early seeding when late seeding 
would prove almost a failure. 
One of our best farmers was 
of this a day or two ago 
that lie l»a*l never tailed to grow a 
good crop of oats and he was satisfied 
that the reason was largely due to tho 
fact that he had made arrangements 
ahead so as to get the work done early 
and havingthesoil in a good tilth w hen 
the seeding was done. His plan is to 
plow the ground, if necessary, in tlie 
tall, run out 
the furrows so as 
j to se* ore good drainage, get the seed 
ready and everything in good simp*? 
so as to push the work as rapidly as 
possible. As soon as the soil is suffi­ 
ciently dry to work well it is gone 
over with a disk harrow, followed with 
a 
spring tooth cultivator with a 
broadcast seeder attachment 
sows the oats and works them 
the soil. This in turn is followed by a 
good smoothing harrow that not only 
lines the soil but leaves the surface in 
good tilth. Having plenty of teams 
the work is all done at once, and from 
sight to ten acres a day is put in this 
way. The seeding being done early, 
the plants soon make a sufficient 
growth to fully* shade the soil, and 
after the we t: lier gets hot and often 
dry the plants are much less affected 
chan when sown later. 
In localities subject to drouth, giv­ 
ing the plants a good opportunity to 
get well established before hot weath­ 
er sets in is an important item, and 
oats is no exception. In order to 
make oats a profitable crop it is very- 
necessary to sec ure a good growth and 
yield and every advantage should lie 
taken to secure this, and early seeding 
with the soil in a good tilth is one of 
the import at items in this. 


find twenty, tot that temperature 
mine the rennet and makes the co­ 
agulating element inert and worthless. 
Let the skins soak a week or more, 
than handle and squeers, getting as 
strong liquor as possible from them; 
then setthem again in morefresh water, 
and get liquorof less strength, alw*ays 
bearing in mind to avoid weak solu­ 
tions as much as possible. Then mix 
the first and second tinctures, so that 
all will he of one strength. To purify 
the liquor, filter it through layers of 
straw, clean gravel and charcoal, after 
having strained out all animal tissues 
by passing through cloth. 
Be sure and have it salt enough to 
keep well; then put in jugs, or well- 
covered jars, and set in cool cellar till 
wanted. It is well to make enough 
early in the spring, when the calf crop 
is plenteous, to last the season. As 
the whole has the same strength, the 
cheeze-maker can soon learn how much 
of it to use per one thousand pounds 
of milk. 


C l o v e r — M e a d o w s and P a s t u r e s . 
Seeding to clover is now advisable 
iii most sections. The old method of 
sowing clover on snow is still prac­ 
ticed by good farmers, though it may 
he sown this month upon the bare 
ground. It generally* succeeds 
well 
when sown with spring wheat, rye or 
barley. Willet) clover is sown alone, 
for seed, about IO pounds per acre 
are used: if for hay or pasture, IO 
pounds. If sown alone it will gener­ 
ally produce a cutting late in the 
season, and when sown with wheat 
will give valuable pasture after the 
grain is harvested. The large kind of 
clover is best for sowing with timothy* 
tor a permanent meadow, as both 
mature at the same time; use four 
pounds of clover seed aud from four 
to six quarts of timothy. 
Meadows and pastures should he 
protected against injury from animals 
fee ling and trampling upon them at 
this season, and until tlie ground be­ 
comes settled. 
Farmers who turn 
out their catte very early are wont to 
“miss it,” as they are greater losers 
than gainers. It is beneficial to roll 
the surface of meadows as soon as 
dry enough to counteract the roots 
by frost. .Stones that, the loller does 
not push down into the soil should be 
removed or buried, the latter being 
the easiest method. In ai! grassgrow- 
ing sections the care of meadows and 
pastures is an important item in farm 
economy, and one which no farmer 
should neglect.

There is no economy* in hoarding up 
corn in view of good spring market, 
when it is done at toe sacrifice of flesh 
and growth on the steers and heifers.

To make tan n ­ 
ing pay the farmer can not afford to 
manage his farm operations in a way 
that will permit of loss iii any* depart­ 
ment. 
Thegrain and stock business on the 
farm are so closely related that one 
depends on the other for its most ad­ 
vantageous 
revenue 
growth. 
The 
process of starving off during the win­ 
ter season a portion of the flesh and 
growtli produced during the growing 
season can not be practiced by* the 
successful farmer. The advantage of 
bringing the young stock through the 
feeding season ilia strong and vigor­ 
ous condition can not he over-estima­ 
ted.

over a stick or filled with salt, hang 
it in a pure, dry air, so th a t the 
skins do not touch each other, as they 
will mould if they do. 
Many believe 
tile older they are. if kept dry and 
white, the stronger they are; but we 
don’t know about 
that, 
but used 
them when dried tp a crisp condition. 
Whep ready tp extract the rennet 
•lenient from them, soak them in wa­ 
ter th a t has been boiled and cooled, 
ifith salt enough in it to keep the liq­ 
uor from tainting, as it is an animal 
substance and will taint nearly as 
quickly as fresh meat.

The best and surest way in which a 
farmer can add to his capital is to in­ 
crease the productive power of his 
farm. The better tlie soil the larger 
the interest it will pay. 
The turkey hen is the best living in­ 
cubator. .She will hatch out and care 
for twice as many* chickens as a hen 
(chicken) and can be made to bring 
off two broods by giving the first 
brood to foster mothers.

TO PAVE THE STREETS 


Wha* some of Oar Prominent Citizens 
Think of the Scheme. 
The editorial concerning the dis­ 
graceful conditions of our streets in a 
recent issue of the Dispatch, has oc­ 
casioned considerable comment among 
our citizens on the question of paving 
our business streets, and we are pleased 
to state that Boost of it has been of a 
very favorable character. Indeed, we 
are surprised to find that the idea has 
so many enthusiastic supporters who 
will try to bring sufficient influence to 
bear on the council to induce them to 
begin the contemplated improvement 
this year. Certainly it should not take 
any elaborate argument to convince 
them that something ought to be done 
to render our streets passable at all 
seasons of the year, and we believe 
that paving them will be the cheapest 
way in the long run. 
The council has 
power under our present charter to 
make this improvement, wherever and 
whenever it is deemed necessary, and 
assess the cost against the abutting 
property. This would necessitate but 
a very small outlay of public money, 
the expense of the improvement being 
borne by the owners of property b e n e ­ 
fitted. 
In paving Front street the 
city would probably have to stand one 
half the entire expense, unless th** 
railroad company would voluntarily 
pay its share, as its property is not 
taxable. 
But we believe that if a 
proper committee appointed by the 
council would wait upon the officials 
they would do the proper thing, as the 
N. P. company is one of tho most pro­ 
gressive corporations in the country. 
They are progressive enough at least 
to understand that the expenditure of 
a couple of thousand dollars in this 
manner would yield a rich return 
in a better city arid county, and con­ 
sequently increased business for them­ 
selves. 
In order to find what public senti­ 
ment is in regard to the matter, a 
Dispatch interviewed a number of our 
citizens, who said in substance os 
follows: 
Wm. Pains, S r—What do I think 
of it? 
Why, sir, I have been working 
for years on this very subject I should 
like to sos Front street paved its en­ 
tire length, and Sixth street to the fair 
grounds. I am will willing to bear my 
share of the expense. 
Henry Spalding—I am in favor of 
it by all means. 
Ifs just what ought 
to be done. 
Nothing could better ad­ 
vertise the city. 
A. F. Ferris—I am strongly in favor 
of it 
The Bank Block property is 
ready aid willing to do its share at 
any time. 
L. J. Cale—I am opposed to it. 
Neither the city or property owners 
can afford to do it now. 
E. ML Westfall—It is just what 
ought to be done. 
It will give us 
better streets permanently, and adver­ 
tise the city ss an enterprising com­ 
munity to all strangers who come here. 
T. McMaster—Our streets are a dis­ 
grace, especially at the corner of Sixth 
and Front streets. 
I have labored 
several years to have something done 
with no effect. 
I have property on 
Front street and I am more than will­ 
ing to bear the expense. 
I shall not 
rest uotil it is done. 
Mayor Hagberg—I am in favor of 
it. Something will have to be done 
to Front street, and paving is the best 
and cheapest way. 
I think Sixth 
street should be paved as far as pos­ 
sible, also. 
Adam Brown—Say, that is just what 
ought to be done. 
Front street tms 
year, and two or three blocks on south 
Sixth street every year until paved its 
length. 
W. E. Campbell—I am strongly in 
favor of it. 
H J. Spencer—I have been in favor 
of it for several years. 
I am at all 
times in favor of good, permanent im­ 
provements. 
Wm. Bredfeld—I am ready and 
willing to pay my share of the expense. 
A. P. Farrar—I would be in favor of 
it if the cay was in a thriving condi­ 
tion, as it is do one can afford it. 
C. M. Patek—Certainly I am in favor 
of it. It ought to be done. 
Leon E. Lum—I am strongly in 
favor of it. 
We can put down a cedar 
block pavement cheaper than almost 
any other city, because of the nature 
of our soil and the ease with which the 
blocks could be obtained. 
We will 
try and see what we can do at any rate. 
Ald. P. M. Lagerquist—It’s just the 
thing. 
I am in favor of it. 
The 
council at its next meeting ought to 
appoint a committee to make estimates 
of cost, etc. 
Con. O’Brien—Ifs all right. 
I'm 
in favor of it. 
A great many other of our promi­ 
nent citizens have been heard to ex­ 
press themselves ae favorable to the 
project. It is noticeable that those of 
our citizens who are most enthusiastic 
in its favor are the largest property 
owners and the ones who will have to 
foot the bills. There can be no doubt 
but that the day laborers, men of 
smallholdings, would favor it, as it 
would give employment to a great 
many men during the summer.

In A m erica and elsew here, w hen 
the price of coal goes dow n to con­ 
sum ers so th a t operators find it no long­ 
er profitable to ship it from the mines, 
the first resort and the easiest is to cut 
down the w ages of m iners and thus les­ 
sen the cost of production. 
The m iners 
of G reat B ritain thought they 6aw im ­ 
pending over them this very reduction, 
because of a g lu t in the supply m arket. 
The Miners* federation, which has a 
m em bership of 300,000, quietly decided 
th a t m iners should take a holiday for a 
week or longer, till coal should become 
scarce and the price in consequence rise 
So the men stopped woi k.

num ber out of w ork by the strike over 
h alf a m illion. 
This new exam ple set by organized 
labor w ill probably be followed in other 
parts of the world.

Dr. C yrus Edson w rites an im portant 
paper on typhus in the New York H er­ 
ald. 
It is also known as ship fever and 
spotted fever. 
Like alm ost every other 
ailm ent, it is a m icrobe disease. 
No ex ­ 
perim ents, so far as known, however 
have yet been m ade in the way of inoc­ 
ulation for it. 
It is essentially a disease 
of filth, fam ine and non ventilation 
It 
m ay finally attack the cleanliest and 
most w ealthy, but it invariably appears 
am ong the d irty , insufficiently nourished 
tenem ent house people. Thus these out­ 
casts take their revenge at last on high 
society.

Most im portant to us. however, and ) 
little reassuring, is Dr. Edson » assertion 
th a t typhus is not the only one of the 
terror phantom s which the Russian fam ­ 
ine w ill let lo<»se upon the world 
The 
Russian grip has already devastated E u­ 
rope and A m erica, grow ing more v iru ­ 
lent each season. 
A P andora’s box of 
deadly diseases will be jxmred ujsjri the 
civilized world from this Russian fam ­ 
ine. 
It is m any a century since a fam ­ 
ine so terrible as the one now raging in 
Russia has afflicted the world 
As in 
the old tim e and always, it is followed 
by pestilence.

But never. 
Say 1, should we dissever 
Old place* and old uamcs. 
Guard the old landmarks truly.

R E V O L T IN G D IS C O V E R Y . 


E v i d e n c e s o f C a n n i b a l i s m F o u n d In 
S o u t h D a k o t a . 
A horrible discovery has been made 
in the mountains of South Dakota, 
about ten miles from the border, 
which indicates th a t a party of peo­ 
ple have been driven to the dire ex­ 
tremity of feeding upon each other In 
a deep canyon, where the camp was 
sheltered from the storm, there was 
found the remains of a camp and of a 
fire, in the ashes of which were several 
bones and pieces of a human body 
which had been cooked and partly 
eaten. There had evidently been live 
or six in the party, and three of them 
had been killed to furnish food for the 
others, for there were three skulls 
found, and from their size it isevident 
that all of them were those of women 
or children for they were much small­ 
er than the skull of a man. The bones 
of the legs and arm s were found, and 
to one leg bone there was still a quan­ 
tity of cooked Hesh hanging. 
The survivors had evidently got 
some other food and left the unde­ 
voured part of the la s t v ic tim in the 
fire with the intention of burning it 
up, but the fire was put out by the 
snow storm and the discovery thus 
made possible. 
It is believed the 
party originally consisted of two men, 
two women and a boy, and th at they 
passed through this place last fall or* 
their way to the West. If such wai 
the case the men have sacrificed their 
companions in the attem pt a t self- 
preservation, and are now alive. It is 
understood th a t the authorities of 
South Dakota will make a searching 
investigation, and see if they can find 
out the survivors of the terribh 
deed.—A White Eartlq Minn.* Special

The following, taken from “The 
Oil, Paint ami drug Reporter,” refers 
to a new bill just introduced in the 
legislature of New York State: 
“The latest 
development m the 
baking powder war. is tho introduc­ 
tion of a bill in the L gislature of this 
State, requiring all pac kages of baking 
powder which contain ammonia, to 
be branded with a statem ent of th at 
fact in large type on the label 
Now while the ammonia contention 
is on, why cannot the law give the 
public the benefit of the doubt? Whol­ 
ly unprejudiced people are certainly 
not willing to be dosed with the sub­ 
stance acknowledged as a poison, sim­ 
ply because scientists, some of whom 
are not even physiologists, disagree 
as to its potency.” 
A similar bill was introduced last 
April but it is shrewdly surmised that 
the influence of interested parties pre­ 
vented its passage. The provisions 
of the present bill are so just that 
it probably will soon become a law. 
This will be welcome news to the

A SLIP MEANT DEATH. 


An E n o r m o u s T u m or Cut From a 
Man’s Brain. 
In the New Y ork Hospitul Dr. Rob­ 
ert F. W. Weir recently removed an 
enormous brain tum or from the head 
of a Pole, 42 years old. 
A number of 
distinguished physicians and surgeons 
and several hundred students witness­ 
ed the operation, one of the most diffi­ 
cult known tc surgery. 
The patient 
wus put under the influence of ether 
and a hole three inches long by two 
w/Je made in the base of the skull. 
The m ost difficult part of the opera­ 
tion was reached. T h at is the explor­ 
ing of the cranial cavity and discov­ 
ery of the tumor. The tissue was now 
divided for two-thirds the extent of 
bone opening. 
As this was done the 
parts beneath protruded. It was seen 
a t once th a t a portion of the pro­ 
truding tissue was not normal brain 
substance. 
It was, in fact, part of the 
ex pected tumor, which was too large to 
escape through the opening. 
It was 
of a deep liver color and much like 
liver in construction. 
It was envel­ 
oped in the folds of a partially trans­ 
parent sac, with larger vessels entering 
it from the dura and brain substance, 
to which it was attached. 
With a di­ 
rector, and with the edge of a spoon 
handle a thin yellowish layer of brain 
tissue was separated from its outer 
side. 
I11 the same manner the tumor 
was loosened on all sides without 
damage to the brain. 
T o let the knife 
slip one-sixteenth of an inch meant 
death to the patient. 
T o remove the 
tum or safely it had to be taken aw ay 
in pieces. 
In this manner it was at 
last removed. 
The wounds were then 
properly dressed and the patient re­ 
moved to begin the real battle for life. 


E ngland’s M on ey Guarded. 
The B ank of England's doors are 
now* so finely balanced that the clerk, 
by pressing a knob under 
his desk, 
can close theouter doors 
instantly, 
and they can not be opened again ex­ 
cept by special process. 
This is done 
to prevent the daring and ingenious 
unemployed of the great metropolis 
from robbing the famous institution. 
The bullion department of this and 
other great English banking establish­ 
ments are nightly submerged in sever­ 
al feet of water by the action of

others who stood with gnus present­ 
ed. 
A t the first sight of the Indian, 
the hoys sprang from their bed. and 
while in the act of throwing off tlie 
covering arid springing to their fee), 
the savages fired. 
The distance was 
not over fifteen feet 11 afterw ards ex­ 
amined the ground carefullyl. and 
while it could not again have been 
done in a thousand times tryin g 
without both tieing killed, the only 
hurt either sustained was 
a flesh 
wound b3’ a small bullet through one 
o f their legs. 
Seizing their guns, the 
boys aimed and snapped, but both 
guns failed to go. 
in stan tly the 
o f running, w hile yet the 
the 
Indians were em pty, 
their minds, and, with a 
each other, they sprang 
the low door and rushed 
for the prairie. 
As the)* did so. one 
or 
more ch arg es— probably 
from 
double-barreled gun s— greeted their 
rush for the open air, and the un- 
wounded boy, Tom Kirkpatrick, had 
a bullet part the hnir and graze the 
skiu o f the forehead. 
As the Indians 
ran after them the boys presen ted 
their guns, and after t. is m an eu ver 
had l»een ft few times repeated the 
wretched cow ards turned back to 
plunder the camp, and the boys were 
left to m ake their journey of lort)’ 
miles to tbe 
settlements iu their 
stocking leet over the burnt grass 
stub-* ot the prairie. 
In the after­ 
noon the wounded bov declared his 
inabilit3’ to proceed further, and re­ 
quested T om to go to the settlement 
and bring a wagon out for him. 
Tom accordingly hurried on, and just 
about sunset, while descending tlie 
river just above the town of Jackson 
(which town, by the wav, consisted 
alone o f a frontier post-office* just as 
he reached the cr*-st of a low hill and 
glanced across the summit of the 
next hill in front, he.saw five Sioux, 
who. catching sight of him nt the 
same instant, came for him on the 
run, spreading their line like an open­ 
ing fan as thev ran. 
T om turned 
and ducked down l»ehind the hill, and 
instead of running down the ravine 
tow ard the river, turned and ran up 
it. and out on the high prairie, where, 
providentially for him, was an old 
deserted field which had belonged to 
a Norwegian settler murdered in the 
last massacre, and which, now sur­ 
rounded by a high rail fence, was oc­ 
cupied by a dense crop of tall weeds. 
Tom sprang over the fence, and in 
his peril and his fright not forgetting 
to carefully part the weeds in tron to l 
each step and close them together 
behind him, worked his w ay well out 
into the field and fell flat. 
Soon an 
Indian, quickly followed by tw o o th ­ 
ers, appeared perched on the top of 
the fence, where lor minutes, which 
doubtless were 
anxious 
ones 
for 
Tom , they surveyed the apparently 
unbroken expanse of weeds, and a t 
length, to his great relief, turned 
back tow ards the river. L v in g q u ie t­ 
ly until darkness shrouded his m ove­ 
ments, Tom made his way out of the 
field into the prairie, and m aking a 
wide detour reached the house ot a 
friendly settler a few miles down the 
river, where just before morning the 
other 1)03’ put *n an appearance, h av­ 
ing been unable to rest in the cold of 
approaching night, but compelled 
thereby to keep m oving, and d ou b t­ 
less passing the other Indians in the 
night time.

Veenhuizen is an agricul­ 
tural colony for male beggars, v a r y ­ 
ing in age from 1 7 to 70. 
There is 
room and occupation for 4,000 col­ 
onists, but the number o f producible 
beggars has never exceeded 2,800. 
These are not volunteers, but offend­ 
ers 
actually 
under sentences for 
terms of 
reclusion 
v a ryin g from 
three to five 3’ears. 
The French del­ 
egates have returned to Paris most 
favorab ly impressed.— London Dai­ 
ly News.

C lo v e r - M e a d c w s 
and 
P a s tu r es --

H o w t o Raise H orse-R adish. 
Horse-radish can be planted either 
in fall or spring, it being an entirely 
hardy plant. 
The practice, however, 
is to plant in the spring, and among 
those who make the most of their 
land, and crop every foot as much as 
it willcarr\’, it is placed on theground, 
for example, as a second crop. 
’The 
method is somewhat as follows: 
In 
the spring, where land is 110 object— 
or, as we said before, the fall will do— 
each set should be inserted in the 
ground with a dibble, so as to be just 
below the surface, the hole being made 
perpendicular, and the set made fast 
by a back-thrust of the dibble. 
If 110 other crop is to be taken off, 
the}* should beset sixteen inches apart 
each way in a hole ten or more inches 
deep. Ordinary cultivation during the 
summer will by fall give a solid root— 
sometimes a half-pound weight. 
As a 
second crop they are lined between 
early cabbage, or alm ost an)’ other 
vegetable. 
The crop of cabbage for first use is 
generally about two feet apart. 
Line 
out a row every foot and plant the 
cabbage every alternate row. 
W h e n 
this is completed place horse-radish 
sets between. 
The early crop will 
have become nearly ready for the 
market before the horse-radish makes 
much of a stir, and by the time the 
cabbage or other crop comes off, and 
the whole land is given up to horse­ 
radish the latter is ready to take hold, 
and will bring neatly as good returns 
as ifgiven the entire land to perfect in. 
Of course, as all well know, this 
double cropping can only be done on 
good, well-manured soil 
In m any 
cases w here ordinary field cultivation 
is depended upon, one crop will prob­ 
ably be the better. 
This business of 
raising horse-radish in large quan­ 
tities is more remunerative to those 
who have farms near some large vil­ 
lage or city. as enormous quantities 
are sold in the fall to men who make 
a business of putting up in bottles 
this pleasant condiment, and shipping 
it to all parts of the world. 
It is now 
put up in vinegar, but it will not, 
however, keep very long. Hem e it can 
not be treated as ordinary canned 
goods. 


S o w ing Oats Early. 


Of all crops grown on the farm, 
earliness of sowing the seed is of more 
importance with oats, says an ex­ 
change, than almost any other. 
Of 
course there is no advantage in sow ing 
in the wind but as far as possible ar­ 
rangements should be made so that 
as soon as the soil can be be worked 
into a good 
tilth in the spring the 
seeding should be done. 
They will 
stand considerable frost with much 
less injury than they will the hot sum­ 
mer sun. and in very nu*r.y cases a 
fair average crop will be sfct ured from 
the earl)'' seeding when late seeding 
would prove almost a failure. 
One of our best farmers was talking 
of this a d ay or two ago and he said 
that he had never tailed to grow a 
good crop of oats and he was satisfied 
that the reason was largely due to tho 
fact that he had made arrangements 
ahead so as to get the work done early 
and havingthesoil in a good tilth when 
the seeding was done. 
Hi* plan into 
plow the ground, if necessary, in the 
rail, 
run 
out 
the furrows 
so 
as 
to secure good drainage, get the seed 
read}’ and everything in good shape 
so as to push the work as rapidl}’ as 
possible. 
As soon as the soil is suffi­ 
cient!}' dry to work well it is gone 
over with a disk harrow, followed with 
a 
spring 
tooth cultivator with a 
broadcast seeder attachm ent 
that 
sows the oats and works them into 
the soil. 
This in turn is followed by a 
j;ood smoothing harrow that not only 
fines the soil but leaves the surface in 
good tilth. 
Having plenty of teams 
the work is all done at once, and from 
eight to ten acres a day is put in this 
R'ay. 
The seeding being (tone early, 
the plants soon make a sufficient 
growth to fully shade the soil, and 
after the weather gets hot and often 
dr)* the plants are much less affected 
chan when sown later. 
In localities subject to drouth, giv­ 
ing the plants a good opportunity to 
get well established before hot weath- 
ar sets in is an important item, and 
oats is no exception. 
In order to 
make oats a profitable crop it is very 
necessary to secure a good growth and 
yield and every advantage should be 
taken to secure this, and early seeding 
with the soil in a good tilth is one of 
the importat items in this. 


Feed a Little Corn. 


The most 
profitable 
disposition 
that tlie farmer can now make of a 
portion of ttie corn cribbed up on the 
place is to feed it to the young cattle. 
The critical period in their existence is 
from now until the)* go on to grass in 
May. 
Young cattle th at are wintered 
without a grain ration are usually 
ill)’ prepared for the change from hay 
to grass. 
Corn stalks and hay, under 
favorable conditions, m ay answer for 
matured animals, but for the young 
things it is not sufficient to hold them 
lip in strength and vigor. 
The changeable weather of early 
spring makes it imperative th at the 
stock not onl)’ receive the strengthen­ 
ing influence of the grain feed, but the 
protection afforded by good shedding, 
if satisfactory results are to be had. 
There is no economy in hoarding up 
20m in view of good spring market, 
when it is don eat the sacrifice of flesh 
and growth on the steers and heifers. 
On the farm where stock is raised they 
are just as much a product of the farm 
as the crop of corn. 
T o m ake mi m­ 
ing pay the farmer can not afford to 
manage Ins farm operations in a way 
that will permit of loss in any depart­ 
ment. 
Thegrain and stock business on the 
farm are so closely related that one 
depends on the other for its most ad ­ 
vantageous 
revenue 
growth. 
The 
process of starving off during the win­ 
ter season a portion of the flesh and 
growth produced during the growing 
season can not be practiced by the 
successful farmer. 
The advantage of 
bringing the young stock through the 
feeding season in a strong and vigor­ 
ous condition can not he over-estima­ 
ted. 
Feed some corn to 
the young 
stock.— X. Y. Herald. 


»nd twenty, fot that temperature 
ruins the rennet and makes t he co­ 
agulating element inert and worthless. 
Ijet the skins soak a week or more, 
than handle and squeece, getting as 
strong liquor as possible from them; 
then *et them again in more fresh water, 
and get liquor of less strength, alw ays 
bearing in mind to avoid weak solu­ 
tions as much as possible. 
Then mix 
the first and second tinctures, so that 
all will be of one strength. 
T o purify 
the liquor, 
filter it through layers oi 
straw, clean gravel and charcoal, after 
having strained out all animal tissues 
b)’ passing through cloth. 
Be sure and have it salt enough to 
keep well; then put in jugs, or well- 
covered jars, ana set in cool cellar till 
wanted. 
It is well to make enough 
early in the spring, when the calf crop 
is plenteous, to 
last the season. 
As 
the whole has the same strength, the 
cheeze-maker can soon learn how much 
of it to use Tier one thousand pounds 
of milk. 


C l o v e r - - M e a d o w s and Pastures. 
Seeding to clover is now advisable 
in most sections. 
The old method of 
sowing clover on snow is still prac­ 
ticed by good farmers, though it may 
he sown this month upon the bare 
ground. 
It generally succeeds 
well 
when sown with spring wheat, rye or 
barley. 
When clover is sown alone, 
for seed, About 10 pounds per acre 
are used: if for ha}’ or pasture, 10 
pounds. 
If sown alone it will gener­ 
ally produce a cutting 
late in the 
season, and when sown with wheat 
will give valuable pasture after the 
grain is harvested. 
The large kind of 
clover is best for sowing with tim othy 
for a permanent meadow, as botli 
mature at the same time: use four 
pounds of clover seed and from four 
to six quarts of timothy. 
Meadows and pastures should he 
protected against injury from animals 
feeding and trampling upon them at 
this season, and until tfie ground be­ 
comes settled. 
Farm ers who turn 
out their catte ver)’ early are wont to 
“ miss it," as they are greater losers 
than gainers. 
It is beneficial to roll j 
the surface of meadows as soon as j 
dry enough to counteract the roots j 
by frost. 
Stones that the roller does j 
not push down into the soil should be 1 
removed or buried, the latter being] 
the easiest method. 
J11 all grassgiow- 
itjg sections the care of meadows and 
pastures is an im portant item in farm 
economy, and one which no farmer 
should neglect. 


G ettln * all the Butter. 
There may be a big loss in butter- 
making, if we don't get all the butter 
there is in the milk. 
If the milk 
is 
not set so as to raise ail the cream, 
there will be a loss; if all of the butter 
does not separate at the same time 
while churning, there will be another 
loss. 
If there should be any doubt 
about these two points, the skim miik 
and the 
buttermilk should be 
set 
aw ay for twelve bonis more, and if 
they 
be 
diluted 
with 
cold 
w a­ 
ter 
at 
the 
time of 
setting, 
the 
separation 
o i. 
cream, 
if 
there 
should 
be' any 
in 
them, will 
be 
the more rapid and thorough. 
A loss 
of a few ounces of butter every day, 
amounts 
to quite an item in (lie 
course of a year, and care should be 
taken to see that no loss is made. 
If 
the creaming of the milk he found de­ 
fective, it m ay in some instances be 
remedied by adding to the milk its 
own bulk of cold water, at time of J 
setting. 
While this method has its disad- j 
vantages, vet it* 
advantages m ay 1 
more than balance them; in case of 
want o: fee w hen a creamery is used, 
we know it to be a profitable way or j 
creaming. 
If the cream be properly 
ripened, and no sweet cream added nt ] 
the time or churning, little difficulty j 
will 
be 
experienced from 
uneven 
churning. 


Plaster as a Fertilizer. 
Plaster is an excellent fertiliser for 
all kinds of leguminous plants, stub ' 
as clover, peas beans, etc. 
It is s u l ­ 
phate of lime, and is slightly soluble 
in water, thus being immediately a vaU- 
abie as food for plants. 
It is said to 
absorb and retain ammonia from the 
air. As it is a very cheap fertilizer, 
and but a small quant it)’ being requir­ 
ed for an acre, it should be used on ail 
farms where grass crops are grown.

A rennet is at its 
best 
when 
a 
healthy calf is between three and five 
days old, and has a stomach full of 
milk. 
Salting and stretching over ft 
bow is better than to fill full of salt. 
None but the best and cleanest salt 
should ever touch it. 
If 
stretched 
over a stick or filled with salt, hang 
it in a pure, dry air, so th at the 
skins do not touch each other, as the)* 
will mould if they do. 
Many believe 
the older the}’ are. if kept dry and 
white, the stronger they are; but we 
don’t know about 
that, 
but used 
them when dried tp a crisp condition. 
Whep ready tp extract the rennet 
element from them, soak them in wa­ 
ter th at has been boiled and cooled, 
\yith salt enough in it tQ keep the liq­ 
uor from tainting, as it is an animal 
substance and will taint nearly as 
quickly as fresh meat. 
Lukewarm 
water will hasten the process, but in

The property destroyed was owned 
and operated by Jaeob Dobmier, ef 
Grand Forks, N. Dakota. 
This is the second time the Brain­ 
erd brewery has been wiped out by 
fire, the eriginal having been built by 
Peter Ort :n 1883, and after its de­ 
struction it was re-built by Mr. Ort, 
but soon passed from his hands, swing 
to financial difficulties. The gentle­ 
man who was operating the plant was 
doing a good business and euoceeding 
sn well that he was contemplating the 
erection of a new brick building soon. 
This will now be a necessity, and we 
are informed that it is a certainty. 


Assignment of Geo. N. Day. 
Geo. N. Day made a general assign­ 
ment to H. J. Spencer, cashier of the 
First National Bank, on Saturday 
afternoon last for the benefit of his 
creditors. 
It is understood that the 
heaviest creditors are eastern firms. 
The financial troubles of Mr. Day are 
a matter of universal regret by every­ 
body in the city. 
He has been one of 
the most enterprising business men 
in the city and it is earnestly hoped 
that he will be able to arrange matters 
so that ho can continue the business. 
The store is closed pending the legal 
proceedings. 


Murphy Pleads Guilty. 
Patrick Murphy, who was indicted 
on three counts by the grand jury for 
misappropriation of funds belonging 
to the city and county during his 
term as city clerk, pled guilty to one 
indictment last evening, and the oth­ 
er two were dismissed by the judge.

We would respectfully call the 
Court's attention to the fact that re­ 
ports of violations of law by certain 
persons selling goods in “clubs,” so- 
called, in this city, also reports of Mrs.

attention of the next grand jury to 
these violations of law; and that, in 
the meantime, the county attorney 
take such steps as are necessary and 
consistent with his duties, to suppress 
these unlawful practices.

TO PAYE THE STREETS 


What Some of Onr Prominent Citizens 
Think of the Scheme. 
The editorial concerning the dis­ 
graceful condition* of our streets in & 
recent issue of the D ispatch, has oc­ 
casioned considerable com mew t among 
our citizens on the question of paving 
our buainess streets, and we are pleased 
to state that most of it has been of a 
very favorable character. 
Indeed, we 
are surprised to find that the idea has 
so many enthusiastic supporters w ho 
will try to bring sufficient influence to 
bear on the council to induce them to 
begin the contemplated im p ro v e m en t 
this year. Certainly it should not take 
any elaborate argum ent to co nvince 
them that something ought to be d o n e 
to render our streets p assab le a t all 
seasons of the year, and we believ e 
that paving them w ill be th e c h e a p e st 
way in the long run.
